CHILDREN HURT 


IX PANIC BUSHL| 


Trampled Under Foot While 
Trying to Escape from 
‘Twelfth Street Tur- 
ner Hall. 


RAISE FALSE CRY OF FIRE 


Two Women and Nearly a Score 
of Little Ones Suffer Bruises, 
Cuts, or Broken 
Bones. 


NONE Is FATALLY INJURED. 


Eighteen persons, sixteen of them chil- 
dren, were injured late yesterday.afternoon 
in a panic at the Twel Street Turner Hall, 
Twelfth street and Union avenue. Many 
others, caught in the mad rush for the doors, 
were brulsed and hurt slightly. 

The panic was started directly after some 
glass had fallen from an electric light re- 
flector suspended from the center of the ceil- 
ing. A cry of fire was uttered by some un- 
known person near the stage. Most of the 
children were unaccompanied by parents or 
elder persons, and in their unrestrained 
fright the weaker ones were knocked down 
and trampled upon, while others, unable to 
get down the stairway in the gallery, leaped . 
over the railing and fell among the mass of 
struggling children on the floor. None * 
the injured will die.

At the time of the panic there were 1,500 
women and children in the hall, which is on 
the second floor of the building. Joseph Mc- 
Nulty, 5834 Wentworth avenue, with his son, 
James, had announced a kinetoscope exhibi- 
tion and a Punch and Judy show with a dis- 
tribution of prizes at the close of the enter- 
tainment. An admission fee of only five cents 
was charged and the affair had been largely 
advertised through the district. | 

The entertainment began at 4 o’clock, and 
long before that time childten began to 
stream into the hall. Few were accompanied 
by their elders, and not over 100 adults were 
in the hall at the time the panic occurred. 
The program was finished at 5 o’clock and 
Mr. McNulty was preparing for the distribu- 
tion of prizes when the accident occurred. 

Suspended from the center of the ceiling 
was a large glass reflector, underneath which 
hung an electric light. Suddenly the glass 
broke and fell to the floor. Some one in the 
front of the hall, near the stage, cried: 

Fire, Are!“ 


Wild Rush for mairway. 

As the cry rang out all sprang to their feet 
and a common rush was made for the stair 
way. The cry of fire was taken up, and the 
children, terrified and unrestrained, ran to 
the stairway. Chairs were overturned, and 
the weaker children were knocked down and 
trampled under the feet of the frantic 
crowd. Girls and boys struggled and fought 
to gain the stairway, where the crush was 
tremendous. Those nearest the door were 
soon out of the building, but as the crowd 
behind pushed and fought their way the 
‘stairway became impassable, and children 
began to fall. Heedless of the shrieks and 
cries of those under foot the Wan boys 
and girls trampled over them. 


Goodman Family’s Experience. 

Mrs. Sarah Goodman, with her three chil-. 
dren, was sitting near the middle of the hall. 
With the others she grasped her children 
and dashed for the stairway. The crowd 
| pushed and tossed them about until they 
finally reached the door, where Mrs. Good- 
man, picking up her boy, Ralph, tried to 
force her way out. Bessie was caught at 
the first landing of the stairs and thrown 
to the floor. She cried to her mother for 
aid, but the crowd bore the mother on re- 
lentlessly, and, throwing her up against 

n. 

in the gallery, which contained a third 
of the audience, the panic was even greater 
than on the main fioor. The Tow stair- 
way leading down to the hall was soon 
choked with fleeing children, and many of 
those who were compelled to wait grew 
panic-stricken and leaped over the railing 
on the heads and shoulders of the strug- 
gling youngsters below. A boy started it, 
and the fever spread so fast that nearly half 
of those in the gallery leaped over the railing. 

The cries and shrieks of the ‘children 
brought men from the neighborhood, while

‘lace curtains, and other donations of friends 
ot the home were packed away to stock 
a small store. The place is located at 6827 
South Wood street and was at one time con- 
sidered a worthy charitable institution. Miss 
Clark was so overcome by the scene and its 
surrounding circumstances that she fainted 
with a child under each arm while on the 
way to the station. 

The building in which the children were 
found is a one-story shanty containing two 
small rooms. There Mrs. Griffin and the 
sixteen children lived. When Miss Clark,

Sixteenth Child Nearly Overlooked. . 

It was impossible to take the children to 
the patrol wagon in the condition in which 
they were found, and a search was begun 
for clothing. In the closet of the adjoining 
room was found packed away clothes for 
children of all sizes, which apparently had 
not been worn, together with bedding, lace 
curtains, and other furnishings. In these 
the children were wrapped. Just before the 
patrol wagon started for the station Miss 
Clark, not satisfied with the search, re- 
entered the house. Peering around among 
the broken pieces of furniture and rags she 
found the sixteenth child, almost dead from 
disease. It, too, was wrapped in clothes and 
placed in the wagon.

Branch Institution Already Branded 
a Myth—Confines Itself to Foreign 
Students, Who Are “Ameri ised ” | 
and Given “ Certificates” in a Few 
Weeks—State Board Asks Eurepean 
Colleges for Evidence—German Con- 
sul Interested. 


The methods of the Haskell Post-Graduate 
School of Prosthetic Dentistry, 17 Van Buren 
street, are being investigated by the State 
Board of Dental Examiners. As a conse- 


quence the State authorities have laid their} virnished 
“hands on an adjunct of the institution called 


the Pseudo Cosmopolitan College of Dental 
Surgery and have pronounced it a mythical 
affair. In connection with the case Dr, C. A. 
Well, dean of the college, is being sought. 

According to the circulars sent out by the 
institution it has confined its business to 
dental students from Europe and particu- 
larly from Germany. The students are 
brought to Chicago on inducements that they 
will be given “ certificates "’ on completing 
„ courses " requiring only a few weeks. The 
time required to complete a course 
varies, but candidates are told that they can 
leave Chicago with a “ certificate after 

a stay of three weeks. a 

Tuition terms are fixed through correspond- 
ence, and all arrangements are perfected be- 
fore the student arrives. It was the function 
of Dr. Weil to meet the students at the de- 
pots, to have charge of them during their 
sojourn here, and to present the “ certifi- | 
cates” after they had boarded the train to 


German Consul Is Interested.

Weaver claims that the Haskell College is 
one of several in Chicago which make a 
business of Americanizing ‘German 
dentists. By spending a few weeks in the 
United States, Dr. Weaver says, German 
dentists are enabled to return to their own 
country and pose as “ American dentists.” 
This, he says, is an imposition on his people. 

The State Board of Examiners has issued 
the following letter to the German dental col- 
leges: 

“It has come to our knowledge that there 
are quite a number of mechanical dentists 
and surgical dentists in Europe who have 
bought the title of Doctoris Chirurgie Den- 
taris of one Dr. C. A. Weil of Chicago, who 
pretends to be a dean of the ‘ Psuedo Cos- 
mopolitan College of Dental Surgery.’ 

“This college has no existence, in fact, 
has no building in which to hold lectures, 
but issues diplomas. The object of this let- 
ter is to ask your kind codperation to stop 
these frauds. It is difficult to procure evi- 
dence against the issuers of these diplomas 
here, because the recipient usually do not 
receive the diplomas until they. board the 
trains for the purpose of returning to Eu- 
rope, and it is to the interest of the college 
and ‘graduates’ that we do not see the 
diplomas. 

Wo cannot prosecute them without evi- 
dence, and we beg you to cite before you 
any mechanical or medical dentist of your 
place who claims to have graduated from the 
above named institution, and to procure a 
verbatim copy of his or her diploma with 
the signatures, and have it acknowledge4 
by the United States Consul of your district. 
All charges will be paid.“ 

Short Course Not Denied. 

The only official of the Haskell institution 
mentioned in the circulars are G. A. Tant, 
President, and E. J. Ward, Secretary. They 
make no secret of the short time required to | 
procure a “ certificate.” 

Most students can graduate from the * 
partment of mechanical dentistry in three 
weeks, said Dr. Tant. The terms for a 
‘ course ranged from $50 to 3100.“ 

Dr. L. P. Haskell, whose name is taken 
by the institution, has severed his connec- 
tion with it. Secretary Ward has an office 
im the Columbus Memorial Building.

TROST LAW IN BALANCE, 


WIDE INTEREST IN DECISION 


THAT IS EXPECTED TODAY. 


Part or the Whole of the Illinois Act 


in an Opinion. Which Will Be Hand- 
e Down by Judges Tuley, Dunne, 
and Waterman—Suit to Recover 
Fines from Over Eight Hundred 
Gorpeorations.

The constitutionality of 4 part and per- 


haps the whole of the anti-trust law of 
Illinois is involved in a decision which will 
be handed down by Judges Tuley, Dunne, 
and Waterman today, the three Judges hav- 
ing sat en banc to hear the case, it being 
considered of enough importance to receive 
more judicial attention than is usually given 
questions of law in nisi prius courts. 

The suit is one brought by the Attorney 
General of the State to recover fines of $50. 
each from 870 corporations which have 
failed to file. with his office affidavits stat- 
ing they are not part of any trust or 
combination in restraint of trade. It is 
based on the amendment to the anti-trust 
law of 1898 in which it is provided that on 
Sept. 30 of each year all corporations in the 
State, except building and loan associations, 
must file with the Attorney General am- 
davits setting forth whether or not they 
are in any illegal combination, under a 
penalty of $50 a day. 

Last year none of these affidavits were 
filed, and the Attorney General accordingly 
brought the suits to collect the penalties. 

The defendants in turn set up two pleas. 


One was that the amendment of pro- | 


viding for the affidavits in question was 
wrongly adopted and the other attacking 
the constitutionality of the entire anti-trust 
law. Should today’s decisiqn hang only on 
the former plea it will not’be of much im- 
portance, but if the Judges take up the 
larger question and pass on the constitution- 
ality of the entire act the decision will at- 
tract attention all over the country. 7 

The anti-trust law was in 1891, 
and in 18938 two amendments were added: 
The Legislature passed them both on the 
same day. One provided for the affidavits 
referred to and the other contained more 
stringent provisions forbidding trade com- 


binations than were contained in the orig- |. 


inal bill, Another amendment was passed 
in 1897. ae 

The plea of the defendants is that the pas- 
sage on one day of two widely differing 
amendments to the same act invalidates 
both of them. It is further asserted that 
the one under which recovery of the fines 
is sought is in violation of personal rights 
inasmuch as it infringes on the right of 
the individual to be guarded against un- 
lawful search and seizures. 

The broader plea is that the whole act is 
unconstitutional in that it attacks the right 
of persons to do business without unwar- 
ranted interference.

1}.—At a meeting of the Min- 
isters yesterday it was agreed that as soon 
as the protocol embracing the terms for 
peace negotiations is signed it shall be pre- 
sented to the Chinese Commissioners and 
the Ministers shall then proceed with the 
negotiations without waiting for the arrival 
of the Chinese credentials. The Ministers 
prepared a draft af the credentials to be de- 
manded of the Chinese and submitted a 
copy to Li Hung Chang and Prince Ching, 
together with a request that the credentials 
be secured without delay. 


Say Converts Paid Themselves. 

At @ meeting of the Ministers yesterday 
M. Pichon, the French representative; again 
raised the question of the payment of an in- 
demnity to native Christians whose persons 
or property had been injured by the Boxers. 

Sir Ernest Satow, the British Minister, ad- 
dressing himself to M. Pichon, said: ~ 

Perhaps it would be a good thing else- 
| where, but I think you will agree with me 
that in Pekin and the adjacent towns the 
native Christians have indempitied them- 
selves,”’ 

This remark was due to the unparalleled 
thieving of the converts, who have stolen 
everything they could get their hands on. 
Some of the missionaries were most promi- 
nent in the carnival of loot. 


. Military Board Named. 

Ata meeting of the military commanders 
for the purpose of arranging a provisional 
government for Pekin it was decided to ap- 
point Captain Dodds of the Ninth Infantry, 
United States Army; Captain Selwin of the 
British army, Captain Sheba of the Japanese 
army, Captain H. von Braaen of the German 
army, Captain Feridge of the Italian army, 
as members, and Colonel von Gayl of the 
German army, who was second in command 
of the recent punitive expedition to Kalgan, 
as chairman of the government. These offi- 
cers will consult with the Chinese officials 
regarding plans for the government of the 
city. 

Li Hung Chang has paid a visit to General 
Chaffee, the American commander, at his 
headquarters at the Temple of Agriculture. 
This temple, together with the Temple of 
Heaven, near which is situated the race 
course established by the British military 
officers, where racing is held weekly, are 
two of the most sacred edifices in ‘China. 
The only person who worships in them is 
the Emperor, and he only visits them annu- 
ally. Li Hung Chang and the members of 
his staff, who a@ompanied him, had never 
seen the interior of the Temple of Agri- 
culture before General Chaffee received them. 

In the course of the conversation Li Hung 
Chang complimented General Chaffee 1 
his troop, particularly the He 
said: 

“I think you and your cavalry could de- 
feat me and mine.“ ‘ 

Reference was made to landing American 
soldiers to repress the bands of robbers, 
Boxers, and other disorderly characters, but

Chaffee was extremely diplomatic. '

Li Hung Chang expressed himself as great- 
ly disappointed by this reply.

Chaffee-Waldersee Incident Closed.

BERLIN, Dec. 11.—The German Foreign 
office authorizes the following statement re- 
garding the Waldersee-Chaffee incident, 
based upon a cable dispatch just received 
from Field Marshal von Waldersee: 

General Chaffee wrote Field Marshal von 
Waldersee a letter in a rough tone. Field 
Marshal von Waldersee refused to receive it, 
returning the same to General Chaffee. The 
latter then wrote a second letter apologizing 
for his objectionable expressions, whereupon 
Fieid Marshal von Waldersee invited Gen- 
eral Chaffee to breakfast, and the incident 
was amicably closed.“ 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 11,—After the Cab- 
inet meeting today it was stated that the 
good feeling which had existed between Gen- 
eral Chaffee and Count von Waldersee prior 
to the astronomical instrument incident had 
been restored, and that the two Generals had 
since dined together pleasantly. 

Italian Troops Will Stay. 

ROME, Dec. 11.—Iu the Chamber of Depu- 
ties today the Socialist group introduced a 
resolution calling on the government to re- 
call the Italian troops in China.

DUTCH WILL NOT AID KRUGER. 


Refusal Conveyed to Boer Leader at 
| Formal Meeting in the For- 
eign - Office. 


THE HAGUE, Dec. 11.—The Dutch gov- 
ernment today finally and definitely refused 
to take the initiative in behalf of arbitration 
between the Transvaal and Great Britain. 

The decision of the government was com- 
municated in an interview between Mr. 
Kruger and Dr. Leyds on one sidé and the 
Dutch Foreign Minister and the Minister of 
Finance, N. G. Pierson, on the other. 

Mr. Kruger explained that the object of 
his journey was to disseminate the idea of 
arbitration, and the Dutch Minister replied 
that the role of the.

BERLIN, Dec. 11.—There was a long dis- 
cussion in the Reichstag today of Chancellor 
von Billow’s speech of yesterday, in which 
he defined Germany's attitude on the south 
African question. Herr Bebel, the Socialist 
leader, made a most interesting contribution 
to the discussion, he condemning England's 
policy of robbery. Nevertheless, he con- 
curred in the government’s attitude. He re- 
called that the Socialists alone disapproved 
the Emperor's telegram to President Kruger 
in 1896, subsequent to the Jameson raid. He 
added that the Emperor's action now would 
create among the Boers an impression of per- 
fidy. His Majesty could and ough: to have 
received Mr. Kruger. His refusal to do so

Herr Richter, the Radical leader, who spoke 
even more powerfully, said he had come to 
the conclusion from the speech of Count von 
Posadowsky-Wehner that the latter was not 
in accord with the views and promises of the 
imperial Chancellor.

The air brakes of the stock train stuck 
two miles from Olathe and Conductor Nich- 
olson of the stalled train went back to do 
the flagging. He failed, however, in stop- 
ping the freight train, 


. Strike Said to Be Over. 

According to the officials of the Santa Fé 
railway they have filled all the places of the 
striking operators and will employ no more 
men. They declare the strike is over so far 
as the company is concerned; that men are 
eithey at work in place of the strikers or on 
the way. The telegraphers claim that there 
has been no change in the situation, and in- 
sist that the strike is effective in the West 
and South. 

Apparently the company does not feel the 
strike on the Chicago division.

Criticises the Administration of Crim- 
Law—Fee System for State’s 
Attorney Objectionable. 


Under the auspices of the Men's league of 
the Leavitt Street Congregational Church,

lam S. Forrest gave an address last evening

He spoke on The Administration of the 
Criminal Law in Cook County.“ | 

In relation to the fee system: 

There is no limit whatever to what may be 8 
by the State’s Attorneys of Illinois under the laws 
as they exist now, except time and the number of 
persons that can be caught, tried, and convicted. 
Is it mot unwise, unchristian, uncivilized, if not 
absolutely barbarous, to place an ambitious lawyer, 
without $100 to his credit in the bank, in the office 
of State’s Attorney, and permit him to make a 
respectable fortune in four years by convicting 
the weak, unfortunate, and crime committing mem- 
bers of the community at $20 per head for each con- 
viction? 

The Chicago Judges I believe to be the most in- 
adequately paid men in the United States. Their 
salaries should be increased to at least $15,000 a 
year. A $15,000 Judge costs the community less 
than a 7,000 Judge. 

The criminal bar of Chicago is com of about 
ten lawyers. I know them all. I have been as- 


criminal cases. I say to you that these members 
of the Chicago criminal bar are an honor to the 


profession. 

The great majority of persons so unfortunate as 
to be indicted are not habitual criminals. The 
guilt of the majority is caused by the force of 
circumstances, which they have not the strength 
of character to resist and overcome. 

Mr. Forrest praised the Juvenile Court and 
advocated district courts to replace the 
justice system. He said the indeterminate 
sentence, was good in a few CaN, but fre- 
quently was abused. 


FIX THE STATE TAX RATE. 


It Will Be 50 Cents on Every $100 
Worth of Property, an Increase of 
Eight Cents Over 1899. 


Springfield, III., Dec. 11.— [Special. ]—Gov- 
ernor Tanner and State Auditor McCullough 
have computed the State tax rate for 1900 
and today announced that the total straight 
rate will be 50 cents on the $100 valuation 
of property.

Question of Expansion in Western Con- 
tinent Brought Up in Senates 
Executive Session. |

ashington, D. C., Dec. 11.—There were 
. se speeches on the Hay-Pauncefote treaty 
in the executive session of the Senate to- 
day. Such discussion as there was consisted 
of questions and answers directed towards 
‘clearing up doubts concerning the effect of 
the treaty generally regarding the rights of 
the United States in Central America. 

This exercise was opened by Senator Bevs- 
ridge who, taking the floor, announced his 
desire to have more light upon the effect 
of the pending negotiation on the questions 
disposed of for the time by the Clayton- 
Bulwer negotiations. His questions brought 
out replies from Senator Lodge, in charge 
of the bill, and after Mr. Lodge had con- 
cluded. a number of Senatorial lawyers 
found occasion to participate in the con- 
troversy which ensued. Those who spoke 
included Senators Foraker, Teller, Money 
Mason, and Spooner. BP 8 

Senator Lodge said frankly that in his 
opinion under the pending treaty the United 
States would be stopped from extending its 
domain into Central American territory, as 
the new negotiation did not abrogate that 
portion of the old treaty. Senator Foraker 
expressed the opposite view, saying that un- 
questionably the United States could extend 
its domain into that region if it so 
just as England had done in taking posses- 
sion of the Mosquito country.

Senator Clay of Georgia the

WILL NOT AID MARINE. 


Southerner Says if Idea Is to En- 
courage Shipping Present 
Plan Is Wrong. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.—The firet 
speech in opposition to the ship subsidy bill 
in the Senate was delivered today by Mr. 
Clay Ida. J. one of the minority members 
vf the Committee on Commerce, which re- 
ported it to the Senate. Mr. Hanna, who 
expects to reply to Mr. Clay’s argument, 
gave him a particularly attentive hearing. 

In Mr. Clay contended that the 
promotion of commerce and the increasing 
of foreign trade of the United States, two 
of the most important objects of the pending 
measure, would not follow the enactment of 
the bill into law. The one definite thi 
that was known about the operation of the 
proposed legislation was that it would take 
from the Treasury of the United States §v,- 
000,000. a year for a period of twenty years 
and donate that vast sum to the ship- 
owners carrying the foreign trade of this 
country. In other words, one man's busi- 
ness is to be heavily taxed in order to ad- 
vance and to make more profitable the pri- 
vate business of another eitisen.“ 


Freighters’ Share Is Small. 


Mr. Clay entered upon an analysis of the 
pending measure. He pointed out that an ad- 
ditional amount was paid owners of vessels 
of greater speed, regardless of freight ca- 
pacity. He said that the subsidy to be given 
vessels up to twelve knots, which are really 
the great freight carriers, is only one and 
a half cents per gross ton, while the subsidy

‘COURT HAS NEBLY'S CASE 


ARGUMENTS ON PRISONER’S R. 
| TRADITION ARE CLOSED. 


Assistant Attorney General Beck Gives 
His Reasons for Insisting the Of- 
fender Should Be Returned to Cuba 
for . Trial—Under Adverse Ruling 
the Worst Criminals Could Escape 
Punishment—Island Held in Trust, 
but United States Is Responsible. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.—[Special.}]— 
Argument in the case for the extradition of 
Charles F. W. Neely to Cuba was concluded 
im the United States Supreme Court today 
and the matter was taken under advisement. 
‘Assistant Attorney General James M. Beck 
appeared for the government, replying to the 
presentment made by John D. Lindsay of 
New York for the prisoner yesterday. 

Mr. Beck characterized Mr. Lindsay's con- 
tention as meaning logically that, if an 
American citizen should apply the torch of 
the Incendiary to the homes of the Cuban 
people and assassinate fts citizens and then 
flee to this country the United States, al- 
though pledged by the treaty of Paris to 
protect life and property in Cuba during the 
period of its occupation, was powerless to de- 
liver such fugitive to the municipal authori- 
ties of Cuba. 

He urged that this contention was without 
reason or authority to support it, and that 
the true position was that this nation had 
the same right as other independent nations 
to surrender fugitive criminals where it felt 
called upon from considerations of comity 
or public policy todo so. 

As to the right to govern Cuba, Mr. Beck 
insisted that the government, prior to the 
declaration of war against Spain, had uni- 
formly refused to the Cuban re- 
public. He denied that the joint resolution 
operated to recognize the Cuban republic. 
This, he said, was shown by the fact that 
Congress struck out of the joint resolution 
a provision which specifical 
the existence of a Cuban republic. 

In the resolution as finally passed Mr. 
Beck pointed out that Congress had recog- 
nized that the Cuban people were free and 
independent, but he said that there was a 
wide distinction between the term people 
and the expression state or nation.“ 
There was a Jewish people, but at this time 
no Jewish nation. 

He argued that as the result of American 
success on land and sea the kingdom of Spain 
had executed a treaty with this country and 
that Cuba had been surrendered to this coun- 
try; and that while this country held Cuba in 
trust for the Cuban people until it had ful- 
filled the dutfés of such trust and pacified the 
island, the United States was the only de 
facto and de jure government in Cuba. 

After a reply by Mr. Lindsay the court took 
the case under advisement. 


WAR ‘TAX CUT BEFORE HOUSE. 
Payne Explains the Majority Plan and

Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.—The debate 
on the war revenue reduction bill was opened 
in the House today, and Mr. Payne of New 
York, chairman of the Ways and Means com- 
mittee, spoke on behalf of the ority and

Consideration of the bill for the reduction 
of the war taxes then was begun, and Mr. 
Payne opened the debate. He said in report- 
ing the pending bill the committee felt as if 
it had gone tothe farthest limit in the amount 
of reduction with due regard to prevention 
of deficits. The $65,000,000 remaining after 
the reduction proposed by the committee took 
effect would not equal the extraordinary ex- 
penses sure to follow as a result of the Span- 
ish war. 


“ While there is no reason from any domes- 
tic causes to apprehend any disaster to busi- 
ness during the next few years,“ said he, 
‘yet there is a possibility of foreign com- 
plications which might have that result. Of 
course, depression in business would mean a 
loss of revenue. 

„ gome members of the minority of the 
committee have proposed to abolish all the 
war revenue and offer in place thereof an 
income tax. Of course, it is perfectly ob- 
vious to every thinking man that this wouid 
cause an immediate deficiency in our rev- 
enues. The Supreme Court has decided the 
income tax law now on the statute books un- 
constitutional. What reason is there to sup- 
pose a new enactment would meet with any 
other fate? 

No More Reduction on Beer. 

„Another proposition has been made by the 
minority to abolish the entire additional tax 
upon beer. This would result in an addl- 
tional reduction of $23,000,000. It would pro- 
duce the groseest injustice. What argument 
is there in favor of reducing the entire tax 
on beer which does not apply with as great 
force to the reduction of the entire additional 
tax on tobacco, amounting to $18,000,000, or 
the tax on bankers and brokers, amounting 
to nearly $4,000,000, and the remaining taxes, 
amounting to $15,000,0007’’ 

Mr. Swanson [Va. J. a member of the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, followed, pre- 
senting the views of the minority. Mr. Swan- 
son said the Democratic party fully recog- 
nized the urgent necessity for a reduction in 
the revenues of this government. 


Swanson Would Reform Tariff. 


During four years taxation had increased 
over $260,000,000, and he declared that if this 
heavy burden was continued business and 
commerce would suffer seriously. He ex- 
pressed regret that the Republicans had 
failed to avail themselves of the present ex- 
cellent opportunity to devise a mort just, 
equitable, and permanent system of taxa- 
tion.

Funds Asked Are $13,114,126, 
with Several Departments 
to Hear From.

NEW CITY HALL SCHEME UP.

Heads of city departments have asked the 
Controller for $13,114,125. The estimated 
amount which the city will have to give 
them is $10,000,000, and the difference rep-

The $18,114,125 asked for does not include 
the estimates of the Election commission, 
the House of Correction, the Corporation 
Counsel, and the City Clerk.

Three new 
offices are created, a brick tester, a cement | 
tester, and a court reporter. 

Restrictions on the purchase of men’s 
uniforms will be removed by the adoption 
of a recommendation passed by the Judiciary 
committee yesterday. It was voted to per- 
mit memPers of the department to buy the 
material for their uniforms from any firm 
handling the standard quality. Chief Swenie, 
who explained to the committee his reasons 
for wishing the firemen to purchase of Work 
Bros., gave his support to the plan for pur- 
chase by the city. 

The proposition ‘to remove the City Hall 
to the West Side was discussed by property- 
owners of the West Side at the West Park 
board rooms in the afternoon.

Smallpox Brought to“ Chicago by a 
Sailor, Samuel Tebo, Who Came on the 
John Owen and Has Been Sleeping in 
Clark and Van Buren Street Places. 


Lodging-houses in Clark and Van Buren 
streets were invaded last night by city 
health inspectors under the direction of Dr. 
Spalding and Dr. Neeley of the Health de- 
partment. Lodgers were vaccinated and 
the houses fumigated. In the meantime 
search was made along the river and in the 
slips for the lumber boat John Owen, which 
arrived six days ago. 

The boat brought smallpox into the city, 
Samuel Tebo, a deck hand, having the dis- 
ease. Since the arrival of the boat Tebo 
has been living in the down-town lodging- 
houses, and the health officials last night 
endeavored to trace his steps and remove 
the possibility of contagion. Tebo aided the 
officials by giving them a partial list of the 
lodging-houses in which he had slept. To 
make the precautionary measures the more 
effective, the inspectors included the ma- 
jority of the rooming places and worked all 
night. 


Pa. Tebo, who claimed that his home was 
at Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., walked into the 
Harrison Street Police Station yesterday and 
asked to be examined. A call was sent to 
the Health department, and when the physi- 
cians arrived it was found that he had 
smallpox. He was removed to the Isolation 
Hospital. 

Health Commissioner Reynolds at once or- 
dered that general measures be taken to 
protect the residents of lodging-houses 
which might have been visited by the sailor. 
Some of the houses Tebo was able to re- 
member, but he could not give a complete 
Ust. 


PORTO RICANS MAKING LAWS. 


First Legislature of Island Hears Gov- 
ernor Allen’s Message and Gets 
Down to Business. 


SAN JUAN de Porto Rico, Wednesday. 
Dec. 5.—[Correspondence.]—Porto Rico's first 
House of Delegates is now holding its first 
session. The body convened Dec. 3. The 
first two days were devoted to organiza- 
tion. Everything passed off smoothly and 
harmoniously. Within an hour after the 
roll was called the legislative body had got 
down to business, elected Manuel Rossy as 
Speaker, Salvador Ros as Secretary, and 
Felix Padial as sergeant-at-arms. No hitch 
of any kind occurred. The Governor read 
his message yesterday. It was well received. 
It was in part as follows: 

„ For the first time in the annals of this 
island you, the representatives of the people, 
gather as a legislative body under American 
sovereignty. 

„ At the threshold of this great opportu- 
nity I urge you to approach the task with 
patriotic devotion to your country, with un- 


scientious heed to the rights of all, so that

The Governor’s message then reviewed the 
finances of the island and e@ucation, saying 
that schools for the children of Porto Rico 
have been opened throughout the island. 
Eight hundred schools are now in operation, 
a gain of 184 over last year. 

He then touched on the judiciary, munici- 
pal government, the insular police, public 
works, harbor works, the prison, and the 
charitable institutions of theisland. Incon- 
clusion he said: 

„ You are today the masters of your own 
future. Dec. 15 the Military Department of 
Porto Rico will disappear. All United States 
soldiers, except the small force needed to 
care for permanent fortifications, will have 
left the island, and for the first time in over 
400 years the people of Porto Rico will be 
relieved from military rule. 

„In the work you are about to undertake 
you will need to exercise all the virtues of 
patriotism, loyalty, and patience, for the 
eyes of the world are upon you. Every step 
will be criticised and you must be prepared 
to defend your position upon every public 
question.

It the subsidy bill passes in its present 
form, the St. Louis will receive under that 
clause whieh provides for payments on ac- 
count of speed $173.040 per annum.

They will get $108,448 under another clause 
of the bill, which gives subsidies on aceount 
of freight. And even then the owners as- 
sert that “it will require all the ingenuity 
and better management of which the Amer- 
fean shipowner is capable to maintain his 
position, even with all the assistance ren- 
dered by the bil.”

In order that the “ocean greyhounds ” 
may receive the large subsidies which it is 
proposed to give them under the freight 
clause the bill has had to be amended. It 
provided originally that an American ves- 
sel engaged in the foreign trade should re- 
ceive a subsidy based on gross tonnage. 
This was amended to provide that no ves-. 
sel should get full compensation unless it 
had cleared with cargo to the amount of 50 
per cent of its gross tonnage. But so much 
of the space of the fast passenger steamers 
is taken up with passenger rooms, engines, 
coal, eta, that their cargo capacity is only 
about one-third of their gross tonnage. 
Therefore the bill has been further modified 
so that in the case of these fast steamers 
ay . the 50 cent shall a to the capaci 
powers had to abandon wooden ships.

It is not necessary, however, that opposi- 
tion to the scheme should be Based upon its 
failure to be in any sense a compliance 
with the intent or the letter of the law. 
Instead of rearranging wards with a view 
to compactness, natura! boundaries, and 
equality in population, this plan, for exam- 
ple, changes the First Ward, situated on 
the South Side, into a mere absurdity in 
shape, in the interest of John Coughlin 
and Mike Kenna. It preserves the Twen- 
ty-fifth, on the North Side, as it has stood, 
althongh it is the largest in that division 
of the city and is one and a half miles wide 
by seven long. It gives a variation nmount- 
ing to the difference between 29,000 and 
70,000 in ward population on the West 
Side, all ain the interest of various men 
who supported it. Yet these facts and 
others of which they are samples do not 
constitute the primary objection to the plan. 
Nor is such objection found in the natural 
implications arising from the vote on the 
measure, in which vote the “gang” was 
solidly arrayed on one side. Nor is it need- 
ful to found opposition upon the fact that 
of the six Aldermen who under this plan 
would have to draw lots for three places, 
three are prominent members of the special 
street raway commission, while the other 
three are known to be reliable in respect 
to that subject. 
There is one single fact ‘about this plan 
which, aside from its intrinsic character, 
stamps it as unworthy and challenges dis- 
approval.

CHIEF KIPLEY’S SUCCESSOR. 


There is every reason to believe, in spite’ 


of vehement denials, that the resignation 
of Chief of Police Kipley is in the bands 
of the Mayor and will be accepted by him. 
This would probably be admitted now to 
be the case if the warring elements among 
the advisers of the Mayor could agree on 
the man to take Mr. Kipley’s place, and 
perhaps on the men to take the places of 
some of the other high officers of the de- 
partment, There is also every reason to 
believe that. Mr. Kipley is another Jonah 
—that he is another scapegoat who has been 
driven out into the wilderness bearing the 


sins of other people. His departure is 


presumably a political expedient to retain 


‘the support of men who have a kindly feel- 
ing toward the present municipal adminis- 
tration, but who cannot put up with some 
of the lax methods of the Police depart- 
ment. 

It would be unfair to hold Mr. Kipley 
altogether responsible for the methods which 
have done so much to demoralize the police 
force and to disgust decent citizens. Doubt- 
less he would have been a better Chief 
of Police if he had been left entirely to 


himself instead of being the puppet of poli- 
ticians, but even if he were allowed to be 
his own master he would not be the Police 


Superintendent this city needs. He was 
a fairly good thief-taker when he ‘held a 
subordinate position, but he has not the 
executive ability which a man should have 
who stands at the head of several thousand 
policemen and whose duty it is to maintain 
peace and good order in a city of 1,700,000 


inhabitants, some of them exceedingly tough 
eharactera, He is & poor disciplinarian. 


There are men on the force who, if allow 
to play their own hands, will be much bet- 
ter Superintendents than Mr. Kipley could 


be. It is to be hoped that a new Chief 


of Police will be chosen soon, and thal 
he will receive instructions to the effect 
that the policy of ignoring brazen and bare- 
faced crime end immorality, which pre- 
vailed under his predecessor, shall not be 
followed. | 
It may well be that there is considerable 
politics and playing to the galleries in this 
proposed new departure in the sdministra- 
tion of affairs in the Police department, 
but nobody will complain of that if any 
lasting good ensues. If a serious effort 
‘is made to keep crime and vice under firm 
‘restraint from now on until the first week 
in April the city will enjoy more than three 
months of comparative decency, and that 
will be something to rejoice over. Vet what 
guarantee will the citizens have that this 
improvement will be permanent in case 
the present administration is continued in 
power? How can they be assured that 
there will be no return to the unsarory state 
of affairs of last month? Sudden repent- 
ances in moments of peril are apt to be 
forgotten when the dunger is past. The 
citizens of Chicago have no guarantee that 
the present administration will stay re- 
formed if given another lease of power. 


ATHLETICS FROM SENSIBLE STANDPOINT. 
Dr. J. William White, professor of sur- 
gery in the University of Pennsylvania, 


and a member of the Athletic Goterning 


board of that institution, has recently made 
an elaborate public statement in defense 
of exercise and athletics. Dr. White takes 


the broad ground that the cultivation of the 


muscular power tends to increase intel- 
lectual vigor and-activity, and augmented 
moral power. The relations of athletics to 
morals are not so clear as they might be. 
Muscular power in too many instances is 
entirely disassociated from moral power, 
and even intellectual activity does not al- 
ways presume a high sense of moral re- 
sponsibility. So far, however, as Dr. 
White's argument pertains to the value of 
general exercise as favoring “the sound 
mind in the sound body ” it cannot be gain- 
said. 

In the course of his argument Dr. White 
makes one statement which has never yet 
been sufficiently considered in any discus- 
sion of this subject, and which is particular- 
ly applicable to life in Chicago. He says 
that “the air breathed by crowds, the dust 


and dirt of great cities, the covering of the 


body surface so as to exclude the direct 
rays of the sun, the substitution of seden- 
tary and slothful habits for a life of incess- 
ant activity, the modification in diet and 
drink—in other words, the changes in en- 
vironment with little or no change in the 
organism itself,” are largely responsible 
for the diseases and death rates of large 
cities. He contends that exercise fulfills 
all the conditions necessary for increased 
health and strength, as it increases the 
breathing power, rids ‘the body of carbonic 
acid, and purifies the blood. 


Here again no objection can be offered 


to Dr. White's argument. So long as he 
speaks as a physician no serious criticism 
can be made. It is only when he speaks as 
a member of the governing board of ath- 
leties and rather contemptuonsly says that 
“the opponents of athletics die hard that 
he is open to criticism. It is probable no 


one condemns the use of athletics. It is the

Absinthe is a liquor made by pounding the | 
leaves and flowering tops of vartous vari- 
eties of wormwood, which grow from two to 
four feet high in great profusion ynder-cul- 
tivation, and various other aromatic plants 
and covering the mass with alcohol. After 
eoaking for eight days the compound is dis- 
tilled, yielding a green liquor, to which a 
certain percentage of anise seed oil is usual- 
ly added. It was first made by a couple of 
old Swiss women, who found it a good rem- 
edy and preventive for fevers. It is said 
to be still possible to get the pure absinthe 
in the better class of French cafés, but in 
this country and in England, asin the great- |

“Lord Linlithgow” THe r), by Morley

As a result of the 
encounter she is sent to Bath to become a 
lady, but her longing for her lowly-born 
mother is greater than her desire to be a 
lady, and she is soon back on the cliffs again, 
and finally marries the smuggier’s son, who 
had,.by his father’s wish, been away learn- 
ing Latin and the ways of a gentleman., 

It is a pretty little love story, and some of 
the events leading up to its dénouement are 
extremely thrilling. Winefred's gentleman 
father comes back to his wife, all the wicked 
people go to their reward, and everything 
ends beautifully. There is always an ele- 
ment of crudeness in this author's style, but 
in Winefred it is — marked than usual. 


“ The Church of the Fathers.“ by John 
Henry Newman (John Lane), has not the 
charm of newness, for it was first published 
sixty years ago, Yet it is a book that has 
the charm which belongs to any work of 
truly classic quality.

The men reveal the 
spirit and movement of their time. Their 
controversies are themselves histories, and 
it is because of this fact, according to New- 
man, that their lives continue to be of such 
historie and even doctrinal interest.

} “* Out of 4,100 children cared for in seven- 
teen years, 2,100 are still our wards,” says the 
report, “and of these 119 came back to us 
for replacement during the year. A compe- 
tent expert estimates that there should be 
one agent for every seventy-five wards. For 
our 2,100 wards that would mean twenty- 
eight agents. The society has ten supervis- 
ing agents available.”’ 

The income for the year, says the report, 
was $32,257. The New York society's, the re- 
port declares, is over $300,000 yearly. The 
employment of two additional visitors, work 
in the Juvenile Court, and the opening of the 
Middleworth Home at Shelbyville are re- 
counted as accomplishments of the year.

ECKELS OBJECTS TO BANK TAX. 


President of Commercial National 
Writes to Payne Ask- 
ing That ‘Burden praca Lightened. 


President Salles H 25 Eckels of the Com- 
mercial National Bank has written a letter 
to Sereno Payne, chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means of the House of 
Representatives, asking him ‘to recommend 
to Congress the repeal of the tax on the 
capital, surplus, and undivided profits of 
banks. He says the burden falls on the 
public ip increased interest rates. Mr. Eckels 
is one of the committee appointed by the 
American Bankers’ association to take ac- 
tion on this subject. He did not attend the 
meeting of the committee in Washington 
recently, as he thought he could do more 
work by remaining here. 

In his letter Mr. Eckels says that the large 


longer needed for the legitimate expenses of 
the government and that the tax is a die- 
crimination against a single business inter- 
est instead of being applicable to all cor- 
porations employing capital. 

“The banking interests,” he says, do 
not wish any other treatment accorded them 
than is accorded other lines of business. 
They do, however, wish the same fair deal- 
ing, and they have a right to demand it. 
It seems to me it should be immaterial 
whether a man uses his capital so as to sell 
the use of money, with which his patron is 
enabled to buy that which he needs, or uses 


patron, when legislation is enacted levying 
taxes upon such capital. And yet banking 
capital is burdened while the capital of the 
merchant, the manufacturer; and the rail- 
way company goes free. 

It is to the advantage of the borrowing 
public,” Mr. Eckels adds, to be able to 


} buy the use of money with which to carry 


on the country’s varied business undertak- 
ings as cheapiy as possible. Every burden 
unnecessarily laid upon the banking inter- 
ests by so much increases the charges fixed
